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The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 § U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1 , 2 and 4-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, first paragraph, as failing 
to comply with the enablement requirement. The claims contain subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. The limitation that the ion adsorption module comprises a stratified bed 
wherein each bed (of the stratified bed) comprises organic porous cation exchange 
material and organic porous anion exchange material (claim 1, lines 15-17; claim 4, 
lines 14-16; and claim 6, lines 15-17) does not appear to be described in the 
specification. Applicant should note that although a stratified bed of organic porous 
cation exchange material and organic porous anion exchange material has been 
described in the specification (see page 7, lines 21-23), it appears that each layer (bed) 
of this stratified bed contains only cation exchange material or only anion exchange 
material, not both of these materials together. Since a stratified bed containing beds of 
mixed cation and anion exchange materials has not been described in the specification, 
amended claims 1 , 2 and 4-8 are not deemed to be enabled by this disclosure. 

Claims 1 , 2 and 4-8, as amended, have not been rejected over "art" because the 
references of record do not teach or fairly suggest an ion adsorption module comprising 
a stratified bed wherein each bed comprises an organic porous cation exchange 
material and an organic porous anion exchange material of the type recited. Applicant 
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is cautioned, however, that an attempt to overcome the above noted enablement 
rejection by deleting the newly added limitations from claims 1 , 4 and 6 may result in 
reinstatement of the rejections applied in the previous Office Action(s).
